Until 
qnite recently a doaea or 15 Pittsley 
tlbino* might nave been foond within 
half as aMUBy miiei ot each other mi-i 
gorufctimea under ibeHuuerool Bat the 
fsunilie* in which there an albino* have 
scattered lately and spread over th* 
mo*t lonely parts of tb« country torn 
Fwetcwn to Warehaw, at the entrain* 
to Cape Cod, 


The mniwnn albino and the albino in 


real life bare little in ooronjon. The 
albino ax hom« i* disappointing. His 
or bar hair ian't crimped to the muse- 
um limit. It doesn't stand out a la Cir- 
cassian, Iu the natural Pittsley state 
UM albino hair i* dingy, because they 
don't know any better, and if they did 
tbey probably wouldn't adopt the mod- 
em matlicds of wishing hair. 


The eyes of the albino in tbia regicn 


prove their albialim beyond question. 
They are waally described as pink, like 
rabbits' eyca. They are extremely weak 
and alfituEt closeJ, so that it it difficult 
togetaaquare 
look into the eye itself. 


When the eye is opened, tbe lid u lifted 
only for a second, and it takes a quick 
look to discover that the pupil is dark 
red and enrrounded with a lighter red 
ring, while the ball of tbe eye is pale 
pink and anrrouuded with the pinkish 
rim of the eyelid. The effect would be 
thoroughly pink if the eye remained at 
rest. It is almost impossible to obtain 
a direct look into the eye, because from 
tbe eye of the healthy albino red lights 
seem to dart, while the pupil quivers 
and dilates and seema to move unceas- 
ingly. 
It i« orer a century and » half since 


tbe appearance of tbe first albino was 
recorded in the Pittsley tribe. Since 
that time probably more than 100 have 
been bora bearing tjia name or having 
mothers from this family. At one time 
it it estimated that only a few lew than. 
60 albinos were living within a radius 
of 25 miles. Baranm might bete have 
held an albino congress if he had been 
abw to aiigsgs sll of thsss people witii 
the wonderful wine red pupils. It has 
always bees among the legends of the 
county that the great showman did re- 
cruit bis collection from this locality, 
hot today the prond Pittsleys deny in- 
dignantly that Barunm ever had money 
enough to engage even one of them to 
pose in public. 


The origin of the family i« connect- 


ed with one of the wickedest episodes 
of the early history of the new world. 
There is even a chance that perhaps 
•owe Pittatey was a relative or friend 
of the sweet and pious Evangeline. 
When the English deported from the 
vales of Acadia tbe families of French 
neutrals and scattered them in almost 
vnrj settlement from the month, of the 
Penobecct around to Louisiana, Free- 
town, which was near the colony of 
Plymouth, bad not been able to nnd its 
full quota of men to the army. So in 
the distribution of tbe French from 
Acadia 15 men, with some women and 
children, were left in "Freetown. The 
bitterest of all was the separation and 
splitting *p of families. The people

Just what the name of the French 


neutral ancertor of the albino Pittsleys 
may have been no research baa ever re- 
vealed. On the town recordi, until with- 
in 60 yean, the name has been Piggsley. 
In many cam the name Piggsley has 
been corrupted into "Hoggsley." 


The first appearance of pink eye* and 


white hair wat in a Robert Pitteley 
•omcwhere in the first half of the eight- 
eenth oeatnry. Some place it as early 
as 1731. From that time down the al- 
bino characteristics have been contin- 
ually reproduced. It is believed that 
continual intermarriage hai been large- 
ly instrumental in. handing down the 
pink eyes and white hair. Th« Pittsleys 
were clannish. They wouldn't mingle 
with other families, much less take 
•wives from them. 
They clubbed by 


themselves, but oftencr one family made 
a borne for itself in some deserted house 
or jncket house in a lonely part of the 
wood? or out of the war end of a town- i 
sbip. They rarely came to town to live. 
In their ways au<i thair love of outdoor 
life those people rfiowmany of the char- 
acteristics of the Kypsy, and another 
191 point which allies them to the wandcr- 
* iug clans is their ability to "g\rap" 


horses, a business at wbich most all o 
the males are experts. They are illiter 
me and account for their physical pe- 
culiarities, by the theory that out- of their 
ancestors bad hie hair turn white after a 
fright and bequpsithed bis curious hir- 
ento popflBiion to bin children.—Phila- 
delphia Times.

The statement that "ha has interred 


this town's householders in his life's space 
twice over" does noc racau that ho resur- 
rected and rcinterrcil them, but mcr-ly 
that bis own lougtli of life, 98 years, was 
•o great tliat he buried two generations of 
his neighbors. All this might have been 
true of old Scarlett, though, and be hare 
been forgotten long ago, wore it not for 
tbe fact referred 10 in tho lino "He had iu 
terred two queens within this space.' 
These were Katherine of Aragon, buried 
here In 1536, and Mary, queen of Scots, in 
1687. It was a fatnmge chance which ser.1 
for burial ta this same cbar'jh the boiUi" 
of those two unhappy, foreign born queens, 
perhaps tbo most pathetic figures in al 
English history. 


Queen Mary's mutilated body wa 


brought here as the nearest suitabl 
•hurcb to Fotheringay castle, where sli 
was beheaded, only a few miles distant 
Her body lay hero for about 35 years, un 
til her son, then become James I of Eng 
land, had It removed to Westminster At 
bey. There still bangs, framed and glazed, 
upon a pillar near the vault where she wa 
buried, tbe letter which King Jauies sen 
to tbe dean of Peterborough, asking fo 
the removal of the body. 


The burial place of Queen Katherine 


unmarked except for a small bra=s plate in 
tbe floor bearing her name. When King 
Henry VIH was asked why he did not build 
fear • suitable manmnebii, be la said tu 
have replied that he left her tbe grandest 
monument which over woman hod, mean- 
ing the cathedral, which, in hU war 
against tbe Catholic churches, he spared 
because she was buried there.—Now York 
Time*.

s bis stouo on the hoad of a big 


ruttler that lay in this position, crash- 
ing the head, the sioue lying partly on 
he head. 
After gr.ziug for sor.ie time 


it the quivering ru^Ulc so suddenly 
taken from life, I stooped down to re- 
move his rattles. I had no sooner 
touched hia tail than his mutilated head 
lew back, and 
almost grazing my 


cheek struck the sleeve of my coat just 
aelow tbe shoulder, where both fangs 
were buried, pulling out of the jaw and 
remaining in the sleeve as the awke 
fell back ro the ground. 
They had not 


missed my cheek by more than a hair's 
breadth. 
With precaution I have made 


that test of a rattlesnake's capacity of 
striking in that way many times since 
then, and the snake always struck. The 
instinct is so strong in this reptile that 
I have known a rattler two hours after 
its head was severed from its body to 
strike back fiercely with its bleeding 
stump the instant its rail was touched. 


"But the typical position of the rat- 


tlesnake when intent on deadly assault 
is the coil. This is not always a sym- 
metrical spiral, but the body is massed 
iu more or less regular folds, the mus- 
cles are contracted, and the reptile is 
literally ;ui animate set spring. From 
this position tbe rattler can spring from 
one-half to two-thirds of his length. 
Before the stroke tlio month is opened 
wide, tho fangs falling down fioni their 
sockets in the upper jaw and standing 
firmly in their position. The head is 
thrust forward, the half coils below it 
being straightened out to lengthen the 
neck mid to give power to the strike. 
Chere is no preliminary motion. 
The 


itab is made with abrupt swiftness that 
defies escape of the victim. There is but 
one strike. Tbe make passes back into 


coil again with the same swiftness 


that it threw itself out 
As tho fangs 


enter the flesh the venom is injected. If 
;he thing struck nt is beyond the rat- 
;ler's reach, the snake has the power of 
squirting its venom in jets, which it 
can do to a distance of four feet or more. 


Sometimes a rattlesnake loses its 


Tangs in the flesh of the object it strikes, 
but that does only temporary damage 
to its deadly armory. 
There are plenty 


of incipient fangs lying in the jaw, only 
waiting for a chance like that to come 
forward and be iu line for business. 
They grow very fast, and in the course 
of two or three days a rattlesnake that 
has lost its fangs is lefitted with a 
brand new pair. This is a good thing 
to remember, for it is the popular be- 
lief that a ruttler is made harmless by 
extracting its venom fangs. 
The only 


way to render one of these reptiles 
harmless, besides killing it, is to apply 
rcahot iron to the cavities left by tiie 
fangs. Thin will destroy ail ihe vitality 
of these dangerous parts, and new fangs 
will not come iu. 


"The rattlesnake never pursues his 


prej; he waits. He will not go out of 
hii way to attack anything. He will in- 
variably keep on his course if not cor- 
nered or teased. 
You may stop within 


four inches of a rattlesnake and will 
not be disturbed by it if you keep right 
on your way.

Until we e 
grow more com or grain u a much 
lover m» than it i* now produced, I 
do BO* Me bow we can rawe hcg«. Onr 
rainfall ii uot certain enough to be sm 6 
<f kufeooni crops, aud onr fanners can- 
not make com pay at 50 ceuu me 
cL Wkeat is with us much more 
grown than, corn, and even at 50 ccsit, 
wheat can scarcely be made to pay. I 
nndertrtand tJi.it m the States it will uot 
pay to raise hogs on 50 cent com, so I 
think we niiiy consider ourselves out of 
it BJI regards hog production. 


Queensland, tho largest of the Austral- 


ian colonies, is, .1 say advisedly aud 
without hesitation, the finest ca'tit- 
country in the world. Iu urdinaiy 
sou* cattle are fat all the year r^-icl iu 
Queensland. The wmtors are m " 
snow, and the lro!>ts would hsuxPy l.« 
noticed in the States. This applies to 
Australia generally. There is good fat- 
tening country for cattle in Qaccu-ilaiid 
right on thecoasr, and cattle will fatten 
fin the natural grasses and herbage tip 
to 1,000 pounds, dreiaed weight. Eight 
hnndrftd ponnrls, dre_«epd weight, is a 
Tery ordinary weight for cattle in Au- 
stralia. There are abont 7,000,000 cat- 
tle in Queensland, mostly well bred, 
bnt being all range cattle they are wild, 
do badly in cars and fret and get fever- 
ed. Queensland is not nearly stocked up 
yet, and the number of cuttle can he 
largely increased if circumstances ad- 
mit. The export of cattle from Queens- 
land at present in frozen beef and can- 
ned is comparatively small—not over 
120,000 head a year—a good deal of ex- 
tract is made acd the rett of the sur- 
plus is "boiled down." 


New South Wales, the colony to 


which I belong, is essentially a sheep 
raising country. We have some 66,000,- 
000 sheep and 2,000,000 cattle in New 
South Wales, and as at present improved 
the colony is fully stocked—that is to 
say, it takes it all its time in ordinary 
seasons to fatten its surplus. Practical- 
ly, as competitors, yon have only to con- 
sider Queensland for cattle, New South 
Wales for Merino and some crossbred 
sheep and New Zealand for crossbred 
sheep. As Kew Zealand is not likely to 
increase her exports to any great extent 
we really have only to deal with Queens- 
land and New South Wales 
The other 


colonies—Victoria, South Australia, etc. 
—may export to some extent, bnc «s 
these culouies do not laise enough stock 
to Mip::)ly their own requirements the 
ultimate drain must come on the two 
coluiues Lamed. 


Now, if v o can put our roeat on the 


home market merely refrigerated, or 
"chilled.'' us -no teim it, we can afford 
to M>il onr beef ac7 ! 
2 cents per pound 


by the hide, .-ind frariinitton.it C^ cents 
per pound by the carcass, and not only 
Ine. but siu.komoney Hitherto wehave 
bc^n i-hut out of the home market by 
your refrigerated heef because ocr meat 
had to be frozen haul m order to con- 
vey it the long erst nee wo ha\ e to trav- 
el to reach the hci^o market, and there 
is a strong prejudice against frozen 
meat, aud, as u matter of fact, though 
litmb o'oes uot .suffer at all and cross- 
bred mnttou very little, by being frozen, 
it is certain that beef does suffer a great 
deal, and while jour refrigerated beef 
f-elis readily hy the side at 9 to JO cents 
per pound onr frozen beef is hard to sell 
at (i cents and often goes lower when 
you flood the markbt with your refrig- 
erated beef. 


But a new departure has occurred in 


the meat export trade of Australia. In 
the first place, several deck shipments 
of Lve cattle and sheep have been made, 
and I expect eveiy day to hear of the 
successful ai rival of our first " 'tween 
deck" shipment of live stock from Syd- 
ney. Tf this shipment proves snccesbful, 
and we have no rn.vson to doubt that, it 
will, then a steady trade in live stock 
will begiadnally induced from Austraaa 
—chiefly probably fiom Queensland, its 
cattle are cheaper and moie plentiful 
there. 


It is estimated that it will cost £18, 


or abont §05, to land and sell these cat- 
tle in London—insurance inclined. Cat- 
tle that will go above 1,500 pounds live 
weight, or rather heavier, will be ship- 
ped, and such cattle are worth at the 
outside $20 in Sydney. So we will stand 
in abont |&5 in London, just abont their 
value in the Union stockyards, Chica- 
go, today—TI>., 1,550 pounds at $5.50 
per 100 pound*. 


There is 110 reason why beef cannot be 


exported in large quantities from Aus- 
tralia merely refrigerated, not frozen. I 
know it will nn n!\ o more, risk, euro and 
trouble, but I am confident that the 
days of frozen meat aie over. 


Now, the moral ot this is, I think, 


very plain. Instead of competing against 
each other in tho home market to the 
loss of both, and, ah I think I have 
shown, to tho ultimate, discomfitnro of 
the American giower or hhipper, would 
it not be much wii-er to combine instead 
to the advantage of both countries? ' 


Once we succeed in putting our meat 


on tho Enghfh market, alive and re- 
frigerated, it is absolutely inipossible 
for tho States to compete with Australia.

he people of Kenton said, 'We'll lay 
ow and profit by Lima's expendi- 
ure,' reasoning that if the road went 
o Lima instead of Findlay tbat it 
wouid be impossible for the Pitts- 
turg & Ft Wayne rotid to build its 
ine from Upper Sandusky to Lima 
ithout passing through tbe town of 
Eenton. As they expressed it at 
that time, 'The Lord was on their 
ide,' for south of them was the 
treat Scioto marsh and nearly north 
if them the Hog creek marsh, which 
fact set them ail to chuckling over 
the physical impossibility the rail- 
road would meet in trying to build 
ihrough either swamp.

McCullough, Metheany and others 
These defendants no doubt would 
have given the right of way, the 
old-fashioned Lima spirit proving at 
fault. What I regret next to these 
costly expenditures is the Impression 
made upon the capitalists who are 
putting their money into tbe Lima 
Northern.

will testify that the proper time to 
secure shops, the location of general 
offices, etc., is when the enterprise is 
yet in tbe bands of the original pro- 
moters, who are then privileged to 
exercise exiraordiaary powers

to consult with a large number of se- 
curity holders that later buy into the 
enterprise. 
With this uppermost in 


my mind I have, in season and out of 
season, talked incessantly of Lima's 
thrift, public spirit, and proper loca- 
tion for shops and general offices. 


"Being fully advised as to the in 


strumentalities that could now be 
called into action to forever settle 
tbe shop question for the Ohio South- 
ern railroad and the Lima Northern 
railway jointly such as friendly receiv- 
ers, the fact that the original case was 
started in Allen county—the facl 
that tbe presiding Judge would do 
every thing in his power consistent 
with bis duties to f uther Lima's in
